INTRODUCED TO REST OF WELCOMING PARTY CONSISTING OF UN 
PROTOCOL CHIEF THEODORE D’OULTREMONT, GOS PROTOCOL CHIEF AMB 
CHARLES WETTERWALD, AND CANTON OF GENEVA PROTOCOL CHIEF ROBERT 
VIEUX.

FRIDAY, DEC 21 

0800 SECRETARY HAS BREAKFAST WITH ABBA EBAN (SECRETARY'S 
HOTEL SUITE). 

ASTERISK 0915 SECRETARY CALLS ON SG WALDHEIM AT LATTER'S 
SUITE IN INTERCONTINENTAL HOTEL. 

ACCORDING TO UN ASST. SG URQUHART WALDHEIM MAY WISH TO DISCUSS 
MATTERS OF CONF PROCEDURE (E.G. AGENDA AND TIMETABLE) AS WELL 
AS SUBSTANTIVE MATTERS SUCH AS DISENGAGEMENT AND PALESTINIAN 
REPRESENTATION.
